In Memoriam~Tiie Bright Side. 

It was he, who, as we thought, even as 
did the two disciples that went to Emmaius 
of Christ—was to restore the kingdom to 
Israel. But as we walk, and are sad, our 
hearts cast down, despondent of the future, 
does not Christ speak to.us.as he did to 


' them : “ O fools and slow of heart to believe! 
Must not the seed die if it would truly live | 
and be multiplied? Ought not your leader |. 
- to have suffered these things that he might 


enter into his glory?’ In the admission of 
such a sentiment we cannot look upon 
Abraham Lincoln as dead, but as risen, liv- 
ing, and alive forevermore. It is only his 


faults that the assassin killed, and they 


are henceforth hidden from us in his coffin ; 
but his virtues live and flourish the more 
gloriously and perpetually. The factious | 
opposition that has thrust its burdens upon 
him, along with all the other burdens of 
his official life is at last awed into silence. 
The objections so persistently urged against 
his undue assumptions of power, confisca- 
tion acts; arbitrary arrests, emancipation 
proclamations, conscriptions, the dismissal 


of Generals; the silly ridicule of his per- | 


son, his speech, and even his clothes, will 
be heard no longer; will disappear as the 
breath that made them. But the real char- 
acter, the grand acts of Mr. Lincoln’s offi- 
cial life, the principles he announced and 
represented, so far from being crushed or. 
obstructed by his death—have been set free 
rather, like the seeds of the dying plant, 
sown broadcast everywhere, and become 
the inalienable legacy of the people. He 
no longer represents a party. ‘He is now 
the Nation’s martyr. What his wisdom, 
his kindness of heart, his humility could 
not do, the dagger of the assassin has done: 
broken down the barriers that separated 
him from his political enemies, united all 
loyal people in a spontaneous wail of la- 
mentation over his remains, and a solemn 
oath of fidelity to his principles and mem- 
ory. We might have forgotten amidst the 
absorbing interests of returning peace, and 
the wrangle of parties, what a character 
has been developed in him who four years 
ago, an untried Springfield lawyer, amidst 
so much uncertainty and confusion, as- 
sumed the con of our national affairs.

The Committee by whom th's suggest- 
ion was introduced, had correspondence 
with several Jeading men, several of whom, 
as Dr. A. Peabody, Dr. E. O. Haven, 
and) Dr. Robert T. S. Lowell, give the plan 
a hearty concurrence Dr. Leonard Woods 
wishes he conld Jearn to think more hope- 
fully of it. Dr. and Bishop T. M. Clark- 
fears that it would be impracticable, but 
sees advantages in it. Dr. Horace Bush- 
nell says, “ It is impossible not to be inter- 
ested in the matter,” “ but the difficulty is, 
that the plan requires ideal men with en- 
dowments ideally meant, and then that both 


teachers and taught shonld behave ideally.” 


On the whole, he has a good deal of mis- 
giving. | 

One practical objection occurs to us with 
respect to this proposal. The atmosphere 
of Cambridge is highly rationalistic, and 
the University is in unevangelical hands, 
We presume that if Yale were asked to 
do the same thing, there would be less ob- 
jection. 

Another difficulty which lies in the way 

of our brethren at the East, is that the dif- 
ferent denominations already have their 
schools of Theology, and the patrons of these 
schools are naturally solicitous as to the ef- 
fect upon themselves in the withdrawal of 
favor and of students. Andover, with an 
endowment of $600,000, is only about 
twenty miles from Cambridge. Newton is 
still nearer. Concord, N. H., is not too far. 
away to be somewhat jealous, although we 
see that an incorporation has been allowed 
already for a Methodist Theological Sem- 
inary in or near Boston, and that might be 
located in Cambridge. 
But the notion, which has peculiar and lo- 
cal difficulties to meet in Boston, we may 
do well to consider here on the Pacific 
coast. No Theological schools are yet es- 
tablished ; the leading college enterprise is 
not in unevangelical, nor in any sectarian 
hands, but in the hands of men of the va- 
rious Christian names. Is it not possible 
for us here on this Pacific coast to act upon 
this Boston suggestion, and instead of mul- 
tiplying different Theological schools, com- 
bine our forces in some way 680 as to secure 
in one place, provision for educating stu- 
dents in Theology belonging to all the va- 
rious denominations. That certainly would 
be a great economy of money and talent. 
Would it not be a worthy way of manag- 
ing this part of the “ Lord’s business ?” 

We may adopt Dr. Haven’s language, 
applying it to our own case. “Is this idea 
chimerical? Is it impossible” for the 
Trustees of the College of California “to 
appoint Professors, for instance, of the He- 
brew and cognate languages, of the Greek 
language of the New Testament, of Nat- 
ural Science as related to Religion, of 
Logic and Eloquence as related to the 
pulpit and even of Ecclesiastical History, 
and perhaps of other departments of reli- 
gious thought, who should present their re- 
spective subjects so candidly and impar- 
tially as to command the confidence of all 
honest men?” 

Or, we may adopt the suggestion of Dr. 
Lowell, which is to invite the several reli- 
gious denominations to build and endow, 
each its own Hatt, to be under its own in- 
door discipline, but to be under the general 
control of the Trustees, and free to all the 
opportunities of the college. 

The latter plan strikes us as on the whole 
the most preferable. Then Kip Hall, Peck 
Hall, Wadsworth Hall, Lacy Hall, and 
Willey Hall could be clustered about the 
college. Only one fibrary would be necessary. 
For the time being, perhaps. always, the 
same building might be used. One Hall 
might furnish one Professorship, and 
another another Professorship, and yet each 
Hall keep its esprit du corps. 

It cannot be doubted that the advantages 
secured by this course would be very nu- 
merous, We sball need soon, we need 
to-day, the beginning of training schools 
for the ministry on this coast. Can- 
not we devise and agree upon a plan, which 
will thus economize labor and money, give 
a more liberal and thorough training, and 
yet each provide for what is desirable and ne- 
} cessary to preserve, the distinctively de- 
nominational zeal and drill? We are 
among those who are not willing to let this

others to do so. God has a right to-do so 


because he is able to do it well, and is will- | 


ing to do it on terms of fitness and equity. 
And men have no right to inflict vengeance 
at all as individuals. Society may punish, 
and nations may punish—and these only in 
the fear of God, and in his name. All ven- 
geance therefore is from God. We are to 
leave all.private matters to him. We are 
not even to avenge ourselves. rai 

2. When will God inflict vengeance ? Of 
course it will be whenever he is ready, and 
he will be ready, when he can bring about 
the best results thereby. He is continually 
vindicating some of his creatures. His 
justice is never idle. He begins the vindi- 
cation of some here on earth, and keeps on 
with the process beyond the tomb, if 
necessary. God will render his recompense 
not later, certainly, than the great day of 
God. He isto be waited on by every soul 
that needs to be redressed. And every 
wronged one is to be patient. God’s recom- 
pense may not be the same as society’s. He 
frequently reserves his till society has done 
its best, and makes his additional and be- 
yond the grave. And soon or late, every 
person will know when the vengeance of 
the Lord will come. | | 

8. Why will God recompense? He will 
do so because he is asked to doit. He will 
do so because he loves to do it. Weare so 
made that we love to see the fit evil, the 
due vengeance, done unto any one that has 
become signally guilty. We clap our hands, 
and cry “ Good,” when any notorious vil- 
lain suffers. We can nothelpit. Nor can 
we think of this feeling as wanting in God, 
without some sense of a diminished excel- 
lence. While it can be no pleasure to him 
merely to inflict evil—it is a pleasure to 
confer that benefit on the wise and good, 
which grows out of punished guilt. And 
he will take vengeance on the ungodly with 
as benevolent a disposition as he will have 
in bestowing blessings on the godly. And 
we are able to restrain ourselves, and re- 
press our impulse to retaliate, only by the 
thought that God will do it for us, without 
falling into any mistakes, or doing a wrong 
to any living soul: And, more than all, 
God is befofehand with us, commanding us 
to leave the matter with him, because it will 
be wisely and thoroughly done. 

Remarks.—1. Properly doth Milton rep- 
resent Satan as giving himself to the “ study 
of revenge.” For it is Satanic to do so, 
Savages, and ‘those whose education is of 
the half civilized type, are the ones most 
eager to take punishment into their own 
hands, and wreak a hurried vengeance on 
their foes. 

2. Sorrow glooms the air, and the coun- 
try wears the habiliments of woe, because 
the barbarism of slavery, and the bitterness 
of treason, have prompted a vain and brag- 
gatt creature to play the assassin, in the 
spirit of fiendish hate and revenge.

Arizona.— We have given some views 
of religious things by Rev. H. W. Read, a 
Baptist minister. We take from the New 
York Observer, the following extract of a 
letter written by R. C. McCormick, Secre- 
tary of the Territory : 


“ Arizona is to be famous as the wealth- 
iest of mineral lands. If we are here to 
have a large population, it is of vast im- 
portance that society be started aright. 
The civil government ‘has, I believe, fos- 
tered every movement to this end; and 
the military authorities at the post adjacent 
to this town (Fort Whipple) are active in 
the same direction. The commandant, 
A. L. Anderson, son of the Lieutenant 
Governor of Ohio, and nephew of Gen. 
Robert Anderson, is a Christian soldier, of 
whom the service may well be proud. 

Unfortunately, to this time no missionary 
has been sent to the Territory. So wide 
and important a field should not remaiu un- 
occupied. While a mining population 
transects much of its business on the Sab- 
bath, and is generally careless and Godless 
in the extreme, it is not without regard for 
the ordinances of religion. But to gain 
attention and respect, the preacher of. the 
Word must be consistent in his walk and 
conversation. No people have a more cor- 
dial abomination of hypocrisy. It will be 
worse than useless for any religious society 
commissioning a representative to this field, 
to select a man of doubtful piety or of impa- 
tient zeal. Having witnessed the injury 
done at this place by the noisy presence 
and ostentatious exertions of a self-consti- 
tuted missionary, whose life was not in the 
truth, I speak feelingly upon the subject. 
It is the curse of the Evangelical Church 
in the Far West, that so many unworthy 
men assumé to lead it. Great must B the 
condemnation: of such triflers. “Their 
sorrows shall be multiplied.” Before leav- 
ing New York I had frequently heard it 
urged that the best men, the most exem- 
plary and experienced, the most eloquent 
and faithful in the Church, should be sent 
to the frontier; bat I have never fully re- 
alized the importance of the matter until 
now.

“ Rev. Mr. Atkinson was the earliest rep- 
resentative of the American Home Mis- 
sionary Society on the Pacific Coast. He 
had designed giving himself tothe work of 
the omini in the South African Mission 
field as far back as 1846.

Congregational. 
ConcrkecationaL Caurcs In De- 
TROIT.— Twenty-one yelrs ago, when that 
city contained 12,000 inhabitants, and Mut 
few Protestant churches, the late David 
Hale, Esq., of New York, pledged himself 


for the salary for one year of a mij 
who should go there to establish a Cate. 
‘gational church. New England people there 
desired an organization after the New Eng- 
land mode, but there were then few prece- 
dents for them in the West, the current max- 
im being that Congregationalism was a good 
thing at the East but no where else; and 
those who were unfriendly to that Polity 
were forward to predict that the effort to in- 
troduce it would prove a failure. Except 
for the pledge given by Mr. Hale, the at- 
tempt would probably not have been made. 
But with this promised aid the friends of 
the movement were encouraged to go for- 
ward. <A minister was secured, who began 
his labors in October, 1844. On thé 25th 
of December following, a church was formed 
of thirteen members. Others joined soon 
after, and in 1845 a church building was 
begun, which was completed in 1846, at a 
cost of about $8,000, $1,000 of which was 
obtained at the East. Mr. Hale continued 
his help for the second year, and then the 
enterprise became self-supporting. Ina few 
soars under the pastorate of Rey. Dr. 

itchel, the congregation outgrew their 
house, sold it, bought another and more eli- 
gible site, and built a large and beautiful 
edifice at a cost of about $60,000. For sev- 
eral years they have been one of the larg- 
est congregations in the city, and the 
resident members of the church have num- 
bered more than 300. Probably three 
times that number have been connected with 
it since its organization. Standing in the 
gateway, and largest city of the State, its 
influence for Christ and for the denomina- 
tion could not well be measured.

New Processes in Mining. 


It is said that farms along Oil Creek in 
Pennsylvania—farms that 's, few years ago 
were worth no more than $1,500. or $2,000 
—are worth now $500,000 or_evén $1,000,- 


They used to be greatly injured and 


their owners much-annéyed by a dark col- 
ored, oily fluid, which exuded from the soil, 
and spoiled ‘the water, and proved itself a 
nuisance generally. _But it is just that 
troublesome intruder which has given this 
new and marvelous value, to the lands, and 
is coming to constitute one of the chief 
items in our country’s resources. The dis- 
covery of a process of refining has made 
the difference. 

There are thousands of gold-bearing 

quartz veins in California, now unclaimed— 
once worked and now deserted—or being 
worked to the annoyance and loss of their 
proprietors, which will some time experi- 
ence a rise in value corresponding to that of 
the oil regions of the East. The gold is in 
them, and all that is needed is, that some 
gne shall hit upon the secret of its extrac- 
tion. It can be extracted, doubtless. . What 
cannot be done sooner or later by human 
ingenuity working the materials nature af- 
fords? Some simple process will yet be 
discovered—so simple probably that all will 
wonder it had not been thought of before— 
and as in a day new life will be thrown into 
our mining operations, and the production of 
gold will then soon exceed that of our flush- 
est days. When that discovery will be 
made, of course it would be vain to pre- 
dict ; it may be in two weeks or it may not 
be for ten years—but made it will be—or 
our boasting over Yankee ingenuity and 
perseverance must cease. 
We append a notice clipped from the 
Mining and Scientific Press, of a new pro- 
cess—about the merits of which we know 
little or nothing—but the claims of which 
will interest many of our readers in the 
mountains : 

DISINTEGRATING ORE COMPANY. 
This is the title of a company recently or- 
ganized in New York, which has purchased 
from the inventor a patented process for the 
treatment of ores, whereby it is claimed that 
the most stubborn sulphurets of gold, silver, 
and other metals may be readily and com- 
pletely desulphurized, and with far less ori- 
ginal outlay and working cost than is possi- 
ble by any other known process. [It is 
furthermore claimed that the ores can be 
worked by this process up to within ninety- 
five per cent. of the assay. Large quan- 
tities can be treated in a single apparatus. 
Tne company proposes to take early and 
active measures to introduce their process 
to the notice of the mining interests gener- 
ally. We know nothing of the merits of 
this supposed discovery beyond the pub- 
lished prospectus of the company ; but shall 
watch closely for any practical results which 
may transpire, and communicate them, when 
received, to our readers. Some idea of the 
process may possibly be obtained from the 
following brief statement : 

They take tHe sulphur, arsenic and phos- 
phorus from the ore by attraction, and oxy- 
dize the baser metals; or, in other words, 
they attack sulphur, arsenic and phosphor- 
ous, in a heated condition, by hydrogen gas, 
which become by the contact, sulphureted, 
arsenureted, or phosphureted hydrogen gas, 
as the case may be, and simultaneously an- 
other agent follows and oxydizes the anti- 
mony and the baser metals, copper, iron, etc. 
By that process, the hardest minerals, 
combined with metals, are decomposed or 
disintegrated, so that, when thus treated, it 
is only necessary to pass the residuum be- 
tween the grinding surfaces of mill stones, 
in order t6 remove the oxyde from the me- 
tallic particles, after which treatment it is 
ready for amalgamation. 

It is contended by the corporators of the 
Disintegrating Ore Company that the first 
outlay for apparatus, including motive pow- 
er, will be about two-thirds jess tha» the 
cost of the expensive, complicated and cum- 
bersome machinery lLeretofore employed in 
practical mining operations ; while the ma- 
terial required for the construction of the 
apparatus is mostly within the reach of 
miners, on their own ground. Those parts 
requiring transportation are easily obtained, 
and can be. moved from point to point with 
perfect ease. 

We are informed that a new process, i0- 
vented by V. B. Ryerson, Esq., a gentle- 
man of scientific attainments as well as 
mechanical skill, is now being tested by the 
inventor himself, at a mill ereeted by him 
for the purpose in Calaveras County. The 
principal feature of the invention is an 
Amalgamator working with superheated 
steam. The results thus far gained are cer- 
tainly very promising—ore yielding by the 
ordinary process four dollars, per ton is 
made to average twenty-eight dollars. The 
machinery was. madéat the Pacific Iron 
Works in this city: Mr. Ryerson is not yet 
offering ‘his process for sale ; desiring, first, 
to perfect it. if ible in all its parts, and 
to make sure of it as reliably successful. _

TO MANAGE EVERGREEN HEDGES. 


The ground being well prepared by dig. 
ging, or plowing and working it into fine 
tilth, the plants, if of arbor vife, or hem- 
lock, not more than eighteen inches or two 
feet bigh, should be. set’ two, or two and a’ 
half feet, apart. Norway Spruce may be 
three feet high, and set three feet apart. 
Cat out the leading shoots, so as to make 
them bushy at the base. Mulch the ground 
with old straw or leaves, or spent tan bark, 
and the trees will take care of themselves 
for the first year. In spring of second 
year, prune off the strongest leading shoots 
on every side, but have the lower branches 
longer than the upper. This pruning should 
not be done until after severe frosts are past, 
say the middle of April. If grass or weeds 
have encroached upon the line of the hedge, 
clean them out, and keep the ground well 
worked through the summer, though with- 
out disturbing the roots. In the autumn, 
cover the soil around the plants with a light 
dressing of old manure. Every spring, af- 
ter this, prune the hedge into shape, keep- 
ing the base about four feet wide, and thence 
sloping up to the top, which should not be 
thicker than one foot, if of Spruce, or six 
inches, if of arbor-vitz or hemlock. 

After the hedge has nearly reached its 
desired height, its growth should be checked 
by summer pruning. In Jaly or August, 
cut back all the strong growth to the de- 
sired point. This summer pruning must 
now be kept up from year to year. Asa 
further check to strong growth, let the grass 
grow around to the stems of the plants, and 
withbold all manure. 

Let it always be borne in mind, that the 
great secret in making a good hedge is, to 
start it well with a strong, bushy base, and 


per branches shorter than the lower. If the 
lower branches are allowed to be overhung 
at all by the upper, they are then deprived 
of the sunlight, rain and dew. The reason 
why evergreens in the forest lose their lower 
branches, is because they are overshadowed. | 
In the open meadow, or pasture, the branch- 
es grow as low as the “browsing line ;” 
and in the lawn, where cattle do not come, | 
and where the axe is kept away, the branch- 
es spread themselves luxuriantly upon the 
grass. Lank, lean, bottomless hedges, al- | 
ways proclaim the neglect of their owners. 
Let the rules we have given be observed, 
and good, useful, handsome hedges of hem- 
lock and other evergreens will become more 
common.— American Agriculturist.

the fears of her best economists, that ber war expen- 
diture would terminate in irretrievable bankruptey 
and in the utter destruction of the nation. Adam 


Smith was among them, and the bistorian Hume, and 
Dr. Price, the author of Pitt’s Sinking Fund System. 
Indeed, between fifty and a hundred writers of note, 
statesmen, historians, statiats, editors, pamphleteers, 
bankers and scholars gave earnest utterance to their 
alarm, and contributed to the common sentiment that 
the War debt of England had ruined ber, or was ruin- 
ing her, or would ruin br. Lord Macaulay, who, as» 
Dr. Elder says, ‘‘ knew the domestic history of Eng- 
land from the gloomy month of November to the 
merriest day of May of every year throughout the 
riod of her great struggle with the Republic and the 
Eiavpire of France, even to the wminutest scraps of 
newspaper gossip,” thus sums up his picture of these 
nancial t terrors, and of their entire needlessness : 

¥ Aieve stage in the growth of that debt, it has. 
been striously asserted by wise men that bankrup 
and rain were at hand. At every stage of the gro 
of that debt, the nation bas set up the same cry of an 
guish and despair. Yer still the debt went on growing, 
and still bankruptey and ruin were as remote as 
ever.” 

Making special mention of the Debt at the time it 
reached highest point, he says: 

was in truth a tic, a fabulous debt; and 
we can hardly wonder that the cry of despair should 
have been louder than ever. But again the cry was 
found to bave been as unreasonable as ever. T'he 
beggared, the bankrupt society not only proved able 
to meet all its obligations, but while meeting them, 
grew richer and richer so fast that the growth could , 
almost be discerned by the eye.”’ 


What isthe error honest alarmists among us have 
fallen into? The same that the English fell into. 
Macaulay exposed it clearly thus : 

“ They erroneously imagined that there was an 
exact analogy between the case of an individual who 
is in debtto another individual, and the case of so- 
ciety which is in debt to a part of itself. They were 
under an error not less serious, touching the resources 
of the country. They made no allowance for the 
effect produced by the incegsant progress of every ex- 
perimental science, and by the incessant efforts of 
every man to get on in life. They saw that the debt 
grew ; and they forgot other things grew as well 
as the debt.” 


If economists of the school of Adam Smith do forget 
these manifest truths, the people do not. See with 
what appreciation of the present, and confidence in 
the future, they pour their savings into the Seven- 
Thirty loan. 

But let us not be understood, in thus animadverting 
. the motives of those who would cripple the 
Goverment by exciting the fears of the people, as 
the advocates of a p debt without limit. hile 
we the people to uid the G@ernment with all the 
requisite means to carry on an exhaustive war, we at 
the same time insist upon the most rigid economy on 
the of the Government. While it relies upon its 
credit and the patriotism of the le, it_ must not 
forget that a dollar saved is a dollar earned with na- 
tions as well as with men. It cannot be too economi- 
cal; and if it wants to preserve public confidence it 
must show that it deserves it, by avoiding all unnecegs- 
sary expenditures, and shutting off the streams of ex- 
travagance and waste which, in some quarters, are 
allowed to flow unchecked. The people are ready to 
give it thoney ; every loan it has asked for has been 

romptly and generously responded to. That which 

moun cocking to obtain w 1 be all the more easily 

if it is made manifest that the Government means 

save money as well as borrow it, and that it will 

never borrow more than is absolutely necessary.—N. 
ne. 


FRANCE IN 1864. 


Several of the Paris journals publish articles on the
